Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 17-24, 
31-33 and 38-49 are allowable for the reasons presented in the Appeal Brief filed 
January 30, 2004. In particular, the Declaration filed June 5, 2003 under 37 CFR 1 .132 
provides evidence that the carbonaceous product formed according to the process of JP 
06-216,446 would have a volume of mesopores having diameters of from 20 to 200 A 
outside the range recited in appellants' claims. Moreover, Comparative Examples 1,2 
and 4 in appellants' specification provide evidence of the criticality of employing a 
volatile component having the specific boiling point range and viscosity range as recited 
in appellants' method claims, as discussed on pages 6 and 7 of the Appeal Brief. 
Accordingly any holding that it would be prima facie obvious to modify the process of JP 
06-216,446 to arrive at the invention recited in the appealed claims has been rebutted. .
